Edward Harding; but Gen. Goethals gave his ad- 
vice and experience and was ready to lend all 
the weight of his indorsement to it. He said: 


Chamberlain Bill Moderate and R easonable. 


“The Chamberlain bill, which has been favor- 
ably reported to the United Senate, is the most 
moderate and most reasonable plan of national 
training ever devised. One great thing about it 
is that it is a distinctly American plan. It is 
not an adaptation of the Australian act, nor is it 
the Swiss nor the Argentine system remodeled to 
fit the United’ States; it is a good, straight, thor- 
oughly practical plan, worked out by Americans 
for Americans, and made to fit American condi- 
tions. It is so simple that a child can understand 


it and so fair that no American who loves his 


country and is willing to serve it in time of need 
can state a reasonable objection to it. 

“It must be clearly borne in mind that any sys- 
tem of universal military training, to be success- 
ful, must be under Federal control. 


“The plan is simply this: That every Ameri- 
can citizen who is physically and mentally fit 
and who has no dependents to support shall, on 
reaching the age of 19, be trained for six months 
in a military camp or on a naval vessel. Only 
three months’ training will be required in the first 
year the act goes into effect. No training at all 
will be required of any man on whose earnings 
a wife or child or father or mother or sister or 
brother is wholly dependent for support; but, on 
the other hand, no substitutes will be accepted and 
no exemption from training will be purchasable. 


“Also, the training applies to all American citi- 
zens without distinction, rich and poor, college 
student or farmhand, and neither wealth nor pull 
will be able to exempt anybody; yet a man may 
choose whether he wishes to serve in the army or 
in the navy, whether he wishes to be in the artil- 
lery or the cavalry or the infantry. The bill goes 
even further than that: It permits every man to 
express a preference as to the time of year when 
it is most convenient to him to undergo training. 
Bost city lads will probably want to do their 
tenining in‘summer, but a certain number—par- 
ticularly of the farmers—will select other periods 
of the year, when training will not interfere with 
their regular pursuits. 


Can’t Be Called for Strike Duty. 


“Once a man has undergone his period of train- 
ing he becomes a member of the reserve citizen 
army, or the reserve citizen navy, a8 the case 
may be, and he is Hable to call in case of de- 
fensive war or in imminent danger that the coun- 
try is Hable to be ; this is most im- 
portant from the point of view, of labor—he cannot 
be called out for strike duty or in case of indus- 
trial dispute and he cannot be called upon for for- 


‘ 


man who has under- 
gone a period of training will receive from the 
Government a certificate which will entitle him 
to wear a distinctive rosette showing the year’s 
class of which the wearer belongs.” 

I asked Gen. Goethals whether, in view of the 
fact that most European nations have always, in 
times of peace, insisted upon two or three years’ 
training and had never called men to the colors 
before 20, he thought that the provisions of the 
Chamberlain bill as to age and duration of serv- 
ice would withstand criticism. He said: 

The Question of Age. 

“Once we are agreed that a system of military 
training is essential, we have to decide on the age 
at which it is best that this training should be 
given and on how long it should last. As we 
have seen, the Chamberlain bill fixes the age at 19 
and the duration of the training at six months. 
I think that all thoughtful men who will take 
the trouble to ascertain the facts will agree that 
19 is the right age and six months the minimum 
period in which really efficient results can be 
obtained. 

“At the present time we are enlisting in the 
regular army of the United States men of 18 and 
even boys of 16, with the consent of their parents, 
but the conditions are slightly different. For a 
period of intensive training applicable to all citi- 
zens, I am well convinced that 19 is the best age. 
Before the war both France and Germany called 


‘up their young men for military service at 20, but 


actual war conditions have shown that at 18 a 
youth can do good service in the field. Certainly 
at 19 the average man is strong enough to under- 
go training. If he is not fit at 19 there is little 
prospect that he will ever amount to much phys- 
ically. 

The Family Exemptions. 

“At the same time the man of 19, although fully 
developed physically, is rarely fully developed 
from the economic standpoint. He is usually un- 
married, and, of course, interruption of family 
interests must be avoided whenever it-is possible. 
If he has a wife or child solely dependent upon 
him for support he is to/ be exempted, and this 
exemption extends to all who are actually sup- 
porting dependents, even sisters and brothers. 

“But except in the case of men supporting de- 
pendents, the exceptions have been reduced to a 
minimum. This was due for reasons of justice 
and efficiency. I cannot lay too great stress upon 
the fact that universal training is the only just 
and democratic way. The volunteer system is the 
most unjust of all. That has been proved by the 
experience of England in the war. When Kitchener 
started in to raise his army the first half million 
men he got were volunteers. They were fine 
young fellows, with a strong sense of patriotism, 
who’threw themselves into it with all their hearts. 
They were the best morally and intellectually 
that England had to give. It would not be fair

“Hello, this is the Admiralty. Hydroplane 597 
has not yet returned from the reconnoitering trip 
it took to Horn’s Riff yesterday. Ascend immedi- 
ately and search the sea of Helgoland—Pellmorn 
to Horn’s Riff. The fourteenth flotilla has already 
put to sea to search. When will you be ready to 
ascend?” 

A minute of fast thinking followed. 

“In half an hour I will report the time of leav- 
ing.” 

The strength of tle wind is at 4 or 5. Heavy 
rainclouds are coming up from the west which 
did not make the conditions to ascend for a long 
trip exactly inviting. But our comrades are 
fighting against the wind and waves, and there is 
no time to hesitate. We must try to save all who 
can be saved. I know my ship. I know what 
I can expect of it even in heavy weather. I have 
tried my men on many a trip—surely these were 
not joy rides. 

Immediately orders are given to the crew and

ship. This is restless work and in half an hour 
the engineer reports: 

“Ship cleared for action!” 

The hangar is revolved so that the arship is be- 
fore the wind. Noislessly the big doors are slid- 
ing back, and the nose of the great giant, who has 
been sleeping inside, is visible. Slowly the large, 
long body appears from the shelter. The wind 
tries to throw the ship against the walls. But it 
is of no avail. Hundreds of strong hands hold the 
guy roppes and lead the giant clear of the hangar. 


Cut Her Loose | 


A signal from me, and the propellers are turn- 
ing faster and faster. First only a smooth hum, 
the noise of the propellers becomes louder and 
louder until they are running at their top speed. 

“Cut her loose!” 

With the wind behind her, the air cruiser rises 
speedily. With all their power, the propellers are 
thrumming the air behind them and sending the 
ship on its selected course. Now we are over the 
sea. At first we are crossing Helgoland and then 
we are nearing the coast of Holstein. I am 
searching in a zig-zag course, according to the 
orders given to me. A sharp lookout is kept on 
all sides over the water. 

Far and near, nothing can be seen of the miss- 
ing hydroplane. A dozen torpedo and patrol boats 
are also searching, strung out in a long line. But 
my men in the air cruiser can search over a much 
wider area. At top speed, we are flying over them. 

L-120 is already nearing Lister when the sharp 
eyes of one of my signal mates suddenly discovers 
far ahead of us to port a speck on the water. All 
our eyes are turned in this direction, but nothing 
further can be seen. L-120 is racing for this 
speck. A few minutes more and the missing are 
found. 


Help Arrives at Last Minute 


Our help had come to them at the last minute. 
Half on top and half under the water, the badly 
damaged hydroplane was drifting to its end. 
Clearly I see the Iron Cross on its planes. Now 
we also observe the men. One of them is appar- 
ently at the end of his strength, for he is wab- 
bling in his seat all doubled over. With a final 
effort he is attempting to turn the hydroplane 
with the help of its motors, which are still work- 
ing, but very irregularly, to the wind. His com- 
panion is seated near him and signaling to his 
rescuers. Mercilessly, the waves roll along, one 
after the other breaking over the men. Both 
must have been half frozen by the icy cold water, 
and the experience of the terrible night spent in 
the crippled hydroplane must have brought them 
near to their finish. : 

I realize it is difficult to save the men fro 
the airship because it is sure to be damaged itself 
by the heavy seas. I resort to our wireless and 
order: 

“Signal Mate, give the position, Hydroplane 597 
found 15 miles west-northwest of Sylt, badly 
damaged. The crew is still alive. The rescue of 


‘the aviator dnd his assistant by L-120 would be 


extremely difficult in the heavy sea. Send help 
immediately by the nearest ships.” ’ 

Within a few seconds I have an answer from 
one of the boats, that at top speed it is racing to- 
wards us. I am calling through my megaphone to 
the men in the wrecked hydroplane to hold out. 
The wind carries my words to them, and they 
understand, realizing that their comrades are near 
them and that they will soon be saved. 


The Rescue by Torpedo Boat 


The first torpedo boat appears. It approaches 
at a reckless rate of speed. Frequently the waves 
break over the bridge in the heavy sea. The 
white, oil smoke is pouring from her funnels. 


Rougher and rougher becomes the sea. The storm ( 


is getting worse. Slowly the hydroplane is sink- 
ing. Its port side is already under water, and it 
is in danger of capsizing now, with help at hand. 
We are throwing ropes to them, and I order the 
ship to descend even nearer the surface of the sea, 
so that the waves are already touching the cabin 
and pontoons. L-120 must again ascend. 


Those two men down there; now hanging to one! 


of the pontoons, cannot let go and neither can 
they reach our ropes. 

Now the torpedo boat has arrived. At the same 
minute, as the hydroplane {fs sinking fast, life belts 
are thrown to them. The torpedo boat is rolling 


heavily in the sea, but it is coming closer and 


closer, in spite of the waves that wash over her 
constantly. Boat hooks are pushed out to the 
men, but they cannot reach them any more. They 
are so Weak they do not dare loosen their grip. 

There! One of the mates, with a rope tied 
around his waist, dives into the sea. He reaches 
the men, and, with much difficulty, ties them to 
the lines which are thrown from the torpedo boat. 
Then they are all hauled aboard, ‘where they im- 
mediately collapse from exhaustion. Too great 
had been the physical and méntal strain to which 
they had been put. With the aid of the ship’s 
doctor, woolen blankets and good brandy they are 
soon brought back to life. 

The airship and the torpedo boat turn homeward 
once more. All my men are in good spirits over 
the rescue. To the Admiralty I send the report 
that the airmen have been saved by torpedo boat 
V-13. 


| Zeppelin L120 Battles Gale a 


L-120 is still near Sylt when suddenly from the 
northwest dark clouds appear. Within a few 
minutes they come up out of the sea like a great 
mountain and darken the whole western horizon. 
With unbelievable repidity, they are spreading as 
they come nearer and nearer, and we know it is 
a gale. Higher and higher the waves break below 
us, running against one another like wild beasts 
so that the sea looks like a big whirlpool, a mass 
of boiling, white foam. The gale is here. The 
barometer has fallen to 742 millimeters. There is 
no escape from the dark, angry, wind-filled clouds. 
It is not possible to go either to the right or left 
of them, so we must hold out and go through 
them. It is now absolutely dark. Horizontal and 
vertical violent gales are tossing the L-120. Heavy 
rain and hail is falling, making the airship so 
much heavier. Now the gale is driving it up, the 
next moment the ship is thrown hundreds of 
meters down. The thermometer registers 6 below 
zero (Cent.). Our woolen and leather clothing 
no longer keeps out the cold. The icy wind goes 
through the thickest coats and freezes our blood. 
Hardly can our stiff hands pull the controlling 
levers. 7 

Ballast and more ballast is thrown overboard. 

Harder and harder the rain falls on the frame 
of the Zeppelin, where it freezes as soon as it 
touches our ship. The ballast is quickly melting 
away as we throw it overboard. As a last re- 
sore, #9 still have some water in our supply tank 
and next the benzine tanks must go, and the rest 
of our equipment, and then? | 

As if the storm were trying to finish us, it is 
now right on us, and we are in the middle of it, 
taking hold of L-120 and tossing us to and fro. 

My men can hardly stand on their feet. They 
are often thrown about, vainly trying to: find 
something to hold.

grind my teeth together—does that mean our end? 
One of our rudders is out of commission, we lose 
control of the ship, dnd the heavy wind grabs it 
and throws it down. 

With all their strength my mates are trying 
to bring the ship into position again on an even 
keel. It is of no avail. The rudder does not move. 
It is set as if held by iron. The sky is now black 
and dark. Another toss of the wind throws the 
L-120 nearer to the waves, which, like a polyp, 
are stretching toward us as if to grab their vic- 
tim. With muscles like steel we are fighting for 
our lives. Our veins bulge from us as if they 
would burst. Now several of the steel trusses 
are broken. A minute seems like an age to us, 
and I realize the great responsibility of my ship 
and crew, resting on me. With nerves of frou 
I give my orders calmly. Slowly the. bow is ris- 
ing. The rudders work again. Our danger is 


passed. 


The storm is losing its strength, the weather ; 


is clearing and the sun appears again. The air 
cruiser has not suffered heavy damage, and, 
thanks to the ability of my men, we got off lucky. 

At top speed, L-120 races homewards, and I 
send a wireless we will arrive in an hour. There 
had been great anxiety over our fate at the port. 
The storm had also worked havoc there, and they 
had feared that the L-120 would be lost. 

One hour more and land is sighted. I had just 
enough ballast to make a safe landing, and then 
the hands of hundreds of men grabbed the guy 
ropes, leading the giant to his resting place, where 
he may stay until a new order again calls him 
out to a new fight—to a new victory.

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THE CAPITOL DECORATION BILL. 

A bill for the decoration of the new Missouri 
State Capitol has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture by Senator Kinney. It creates a Capitol Dec- 
oration Commission of five members, appointive 
by the Governor and to serve without pay. An 
appropriation of $50,000 from the Capitol tax 
fund is asked for the present biennial period to get 
the work started. » she new commission is created 
for the reason that with the acceptance of the 
architectural structure the present Capitol Com- 
mission will pass out of existence. The latter 
body is supporting the measure before the Legis- 
lature, and it also has the support of the art and 
historical societies in the State. 

The Legislature should advance this bill upon 
the calendar and pass it. It fs a matter of State 
pride and patriotism to decorate the new Capitol 
in such a way as to reflect and preserve the pic- 
turesque higtory of Missouri. It is in the spirit of 
our time. Minnesota, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, 
New York, Massachusetts and other states have 
beautifully d i their Capitols, and perhaps 
none of them had the same colorful and varigd op- 
portunity we bave in Missouri. This is the parent 
State of the great West. Here was that gateway 
through which passed as romantic a pageant as 
earth has known. To turn the new Capitol over 
to the people without having preservéd in it by 
means of painting, sculpture and other decora- 
tive arts the history of the Lewis and Clark ex- 
pedition, the opening of the Santa Fe trail, the 
founding of St. Louis, the Louisiana Purchase and 
other great events in the history of: Missouri would 
be an omission beyond posterity’s forgiveness. 

The bill introduced by Senator Kinney contem- 
plates taking nothing from the general revenues. 
It plans merely to use the money voted 
by the people for the Capitol. It is not money that 
can be used for anything else. The Capito! tax 
of 2 cents upon the $100 provides each year an 
excess beyond the sum needed for the retirement 
of the Capitol bonds. The Legislature has itself 
already established the precedent of appropriating 
money out of this fund for purposes other than 
retiring and paying interest on the bonds by vot- 
ing to the Capitol building fund out of the Cap- 
itol tax fund $133,000 to cover sale commissions 


jand interest for the interval in which the bonds 


were unsold. : 

It is the opinion of eminent lawyers that the 
Capitol can be decorated with money voted out 
of that fund from time to time by the Legislature. 
It is a matter of public policy assured of the ben- 
efit of that fact and the weight of precedent if the 
constitutional point {fs raised. Meanwhile, the 
Legislature can give it, as a noble and wholly un- 
selfish cause, the benefit of the doubt. 

Call the Capitol decoration bill out and pass it. 
Nothing would give Missour! greater distinction 
as a liberal and progressive State..

ANNEXATION AND COUNTY UTILITIES. 
A new factor has appeared in the annexation 
movement which should be resisted with all the 
vigor and determination of which the St. Louis 
public and honest men in the Legislature are ca-' 
pable. 

The obstruction to the proposed enabling act 
at Jefferson City is attributed largely. to the pub- 
lic servicé corporations of the county, to which 
the competition of city utilities in any territory 
beyond which the city limits may be extended 
is distasteful. 

An issue is raised, accordingly, approximating 
in {mportance the annexation issue. If the at- 
tempt to make/the success of a project vitally 
affecting the destiny of this and adjacent com- 
munities dependent on the narrow, selfish inter- 
ests of incorporated tradesmen serving the people 
of these communities is persisted in, the challenge 
should rouse the residents of the city and the 
outlying districts to their best efforts in behalf 
of the enabling measure. 

The time has gone by when the wealthy serv- 
ice magnates, operating through the tnstrumen- 
talities of invisible government, regulated the 
public interest. We have come to a time when 
the public regulates the utilities. The Legisla- 
ture cannot afford to have it said that this just 
and meritorious measure, which safeguards every 
interest affected painstakingly, giving every unit 
entitled to recognition a voice in any merger plan 
hereafter brought forward, was defeated by cor- 
poration influence and intrigue. 

County utilities cannot afford to invite such a 
contest in relative strength. -Their. assumption 
that they will not have fair treatment is unwar- 
ranted. St. Louis’ boundaries are certain to be 
extended at no distant date. The only effect uti}- 
ity obstruction can have on the ultimate result 
is to delay it beyond the time of the next census. 
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CARRANZA AND THE NOBEL PRIZE. 
In presenting a bewhiskered suggestion for end- 
ing the war in Europe Gen. Carranza is only ex- 
posing his own celebrated set of whiskers to the 
risks of being strafed in the zone of hostilities. 
All he has to offer is the old plan, of highly 
hyphenate flavor, to suspend all exports to the 
belligerent ‘countries. On our part, this would be 
an abandonment of neutrality im favor of the 
country with which we have terminated diplo- 
matic relations as a consequence of committing 
acts of war upon us. 
When we sought to apply this same remedy to 
Mexico itself, it became a cause of indignant and 
prolonged wails from Gen. Carranza. How long 
vould he be able to maintain himself, if we ap- 
plied it again? Quite recently he was making 
querulous protests on account of restrictions on 
the export\of arms to his forces, which he as- 
signed a&~a cause of some of Villa’s later tri- 
umphs. 
Having been so successful in restoring peace to 
Mexico, with the moral and, at times, the material 
ald of the United States, the pompous old First 
Chief butts in single-handedly with a copyright 
infringement for extending the blessings of peace 
to the whole world.

Thé report from Washington that the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of War Baker recognize the 
necessity of a system of universal military train- 
ing and have decided to urge a measure of this 
kind is good news. 

It was inevitable that the heads of the Gov- 
ernment should see the need and the wisdom of 
universal training and service. It was only a 
question of time. President Wilson is too thor- 
oughly grounded in the principles of democracy, 
the experiences and opinions of the founders,and 
defenders of the republic, to fail to recognize the 
essential democracy of a plan to equalize the 
burdens of national defense on citizens and the 
labor of preparation for actual defense. He 
knows too well the menace of unsought war and 
the responsibility of the Government for national 
security to be blind to the value of resources in 
trained citizen soldiers at the command of the 
Government, when the hour of danger arrives. 
As a teacher he knows the value of the mental, 
moral and physical discipline for young men in 
military training. 

The support of the President and his Cabinet 
will dissolve the doubts of the people and crys- 
tallize public opinion in favor of universal military 
training and service. It will potently influence 
Congress. Their counsel will sid in framing 
an acceptable and practical measure. 

The country is to be congratulated on the vast- 
ly increased hope which this powerful aid offers 
of obtaining prompt action by Congress to assure 
the creation of adequate trained forces for na- 
tional defense. This end will justify the thought 
and labor expended on the campaign. It will 
mark a new era in American progress.

Senate Agrees to Conference Report 
on Measure—Jederal and 
State Administration, 
WASHINGTON, Feb, 17.—The Sen- 
ate today agreed to the conference 
report on the administration vocation- 
al education bill, and it now goes to 
President Wilson for approval. A 
system of education in agriculture, 
trades and industries {s to be admin- 
istered in ‘co-operation with the 

states. . 

As amended in conference the bill 
provides for administration of the 
new system by a board comprising 
the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Commissioner of Education and one 
representative of manufacturing and 
commercial, one representative of agri- 
cultural interests and one representative 
of labor, to be nominated by the Presi- 


dent.

“The following estimates have been 
carefully made by Capt. Moseley of the 
United States Army War College and 
they appear to be conservative. 

“In each year, out of our total popu- 
lation of 112,000,000, at least 600,000 yourg 
men will be trained and pass into the 
reserve, where they will continue for 
eight years, so that there will be avail- 
able at all times after the act comes 
into full operation a reserve force cf 
4,000,000 men, vy. hich is ample for all the 
demands that could possibly be muve 
upon it, and yet the oldest man in the 
reserve army would be at most 29 i:- 


stead of 45. 
Reserve Army of 1,000,000, 

“Winally the bill contemplates the es- 
tablishment of a complete organization 
with officers for 1,000,000 men, of the two 
yeungest classes of the reserve citizen 
army and navy, which would act “28 a 
first line of Ccefense, and a reserve of 
junior officers to prepare for service 
classes subsequently called out.

AMPLIFIES 1799 TREATY 


Unlikely That United States 
Will Take Any Action on 
the Proposition Soon. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The full 


text of the explanatory and supple- 
mental clauses proposed by Germany | 
as a protocol to the Prussian-Ameri- , 
can treaty were made public today at 
the State Department. 

Briefly, the protocol amplifies the 
treaty so as to place Germans in this 
country and Amerjcans in Germany 
in case of war, on exactly the same 
footing as to all .roperty  ‘ights, 
freedom from detention, toncentra- 
tion camps, and sequestration of 
property that are applicable to other . 


neutrals. Nationals of either country | 


might remain undisturbed in the 
other country as long as they please, 
instead of nine months period pro- 
vided in the treaty. 


Provision for ser at Safety. 
Merchant ships of either nation 


could not be seized or driven to sea, 
unless under a safe conduct to their 
home ports through all possible ene- 
mies, and their captains and crews 
could not be made prisoners. 

Officials here have pointed out that, 
while Germany’s violation of several 
provisions of a treaty may be taken 
by this country to have vitiated the 
convention, the United States will 
still continue to live up to its spirit. 
The proclamations already have guar- 
anteed that German ships or private 
German property will not, even in 
casé of war, be seized and used ty 
this Government. 

Little interest is shown by State 
Department officials in the German 
proposal. There is no indication that 
any immediate action will be taken. 

Whether the new document constitutes 
in effect a new treaty, subject to rat- 
ification by the Senate, or whether 
it is a.mere explanatory protocol, is 
one of the points at issue. If it is 
shown to have new provisions or 
modify the sense of the earlier docu- 
ment, Senate approval is essential. 


Text of German Proposal. 
The text of the German proposal 


forwarded through the Swiss Govern- 
ment follows: 

“The German Legation at Berne has 
communicated the following to the 
Swiss Political Department (Foreign 
Office): 

“*"The American treaty of friend- 
ship and commerce of the eleventh of 
July, 1799, provides by article 23 for 
the treatment of the subjects or citi- 
zens of the two States and their prop- 
erty in the event of war between the 
two States. This article, which is 
without question in full force as re- 
gards the relations between the Ger- 
man empire and the United States, re- 
quires certain explanations and addi- 
tions on account of the development 
of international law. Th; German 
Government, therefore, proposes that 
a special arrangement be now signed 
of which the English text is as fol- 
lows: 

“*Agreement between 
and the United States of 
concerning the treatment 
other’s citizens and their 
property after the severance 

matic relations: 

“‘*Article 1. After the severance of 
diplomatic relations between Ger- 
many and the United States of Amer- 
ica, and in the event.of the outbreak 
of war between the two powers, the 
citizens of either party and _ their 
private property in the territory of 
the other party shall be treated ac- 
cording to article 23 of the treaty of 
amity and commerce between Prussia 
and the United States of the eleventh 
of July, 1789, with the following ex- 
planatory and supplementary clauses: 

“‘article 2. German merchants in 
the United States and American mer- 
chants in Germany, shall, so far as 
the treatment of their persons and 
property is.concerned, be held in ev- 
ery respect on a par with ‘the other 
persons mentioned in article 23, They 
shall, accordingly, even after the pe- 
riod provided for in article 23 has 
elapsed, be entitled to remain and 
continue their profession in the coun- 
try of their residence. Merchants as 
well as the other persons mentioned 
in article 28, may be excluded from 
fortified places or other places of 
military importance, 

‘article 3. Germans in the Unite. 
States and Amcricans in Germany shall 
be free to leave the country of their 
residence within the time and by the 
routes that shall be assured to them by 
the proper authorities. The persons da- 
parting shall be entitled to take along 
their personal property, including mon- 
ey, valuables and bank accounts, ex- 
cepting such property, the exportation 
of which is prohibited according to gen- 
eral provision. 

‘*Article 4. The protection of the Ger- 
mans in the United States and of Amer- 
jeans in Germany and of their property, 
shall be guaranteed in accordance with 
the laws existing in .he countries of 
either party. They shall be under no 
other restrictions concerning the enjov- 
ment of their privat: rights and the 
judicial enforcement of their rights 
than neutral residents. They may, ac- 
cordingly. not be transferred to concen- 
tration camps nor shall their private 
property be subject to sequestration or 
liquidation or other compulsory alien- 
ation, except in case that existing laws 
also apply to neut-als. <As a general

TLOGAL SHIPPERS 
T0 HELP RELIEVE 
SHORTAGE IN CARS 


Meeting Tomorrow Will Take 
Up Embargo. on Many 
Classes of Freight. 


UNLOAD GOODS QUICKLY 
Appeal to Interstate Commerce 
Commission for Aid Is 
Agreed On: 


A general meeting of St. Louis ship- 
pers will be held at the Planters Hotel 
at'2 p. m. tomorrow to consider plans 
for relieving the freight traffic conges- 
tion which has forced railroads all over 
the United States to declare embargocs 
against many classes of freight. A large 
percentage of the cars are tied up in 
different freight yards anc on sidetracks 
and cannot be unloaded because all of 
the storage space of the country has 
been exhausted. 

At a preliminary meeting yesterday 
et the Chamber of Commerce plans 
were made for gathering and compiling 
complete information relative to the sit- 
uation. At the same time suggestions 
were adopted to afford as much imme- 
diate relief as possible. 

merce Commission. 
etNGent” J Fe or Davis of the 
Chamber of Commerce was authorized 
to send a telegram to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission asking it to or- 
der the railroads to unload and release 


i‘mmediately enough cars to handle the 


traffic of the country. 

The shippers at the meeting, about 
100 in number, alY agreed to unload all 
cars promptly upon receipt, and to re- 
port to the Chamber of Commerce the 
names of those who failed to do like- 
wise. 

It was also decided that the Chamber 
of Commerce would print notices of the 
traffic congestion, and its harmful effect 
upon the business of the country, to be 
attached to every invoice of goods sent. 
out. The shipper receiving the goods 
will be asked to unload the car immedi- 
ately. 

It was agreed to ask the railroads to 
suspend all technical rules relating to 
shipments to facilitate in every possible 
way the handling of freight, and te ask 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
suspend the rule that cars, after being 
unloadéd, must be returned to the own- 
ing railroad before being loaded again. 

Committee to Collect Facts. 

A committee was appointed to get facts 
about the congestion and embargo and 
report them to the meeting tomorrow. 
Shippers were requested to communi- 
cate information of this kind to P. W. 
Coyle, traffic commissioner of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, particularly such facts 
as might be helpful in bringing relief to 
the shippers. 

George W. Simmons, vice chairman of 
the Traffic Bureau of the chamber, pre- 
sided. Coyle made a statement of the 
general situation in St. Louis, which, he 
said, was better than in other cities. 

He attributed the traffic congestion to 
the fact that railroads have favored 
New York by allowing freight to remain 
free in cars for 16 to 30 days, while such 
favors are not granted to other cities. 
All the available storage space in New 
York has béeén filled with goods, he said, 
but the cars ought to be unloaded, even 
if it became neceSsary to erect tempo- 
rary storage buildings. 

Some of the shippers complained that 
the railroads were too slow in moving 
traffic. A lumber merchant said it took 
17 days to get a carload of lumber from 
Cape Glrardeau to St. Louis. A repre- 
sentative of the Commonwealth Steel 
Co, said that his company obtained a 
promise from an Eastern railroad to 
ship several carloads of freight, and 
after loading the cars found that the 
Terminal Railroad Association would 
not deliver them to the carrier. It was 
necessary to unload the cars, he said. 

Loeal Delay in Moving Cars. 

Another shipper said it often took as 
much as four or five days to move a 
car as many blocks, and the railroads 
cften declared embargoes before freighc 
they had promised to move could be 
delivered to them.

At the. Symphony Orchestra concerts 
last night and Friday afternoon, Mlle. 
Frieda Hempel of the etropolitan 
Opera Co, was presented as soloist, and 
Director Zach introduced two novelties 
here, Kalinnikow’s Second Symphony, tn 
A Major, and Bossi’s “Intermezzo Go}l- 
doniani.”’ 

-The symphony, with many purple 
patches of considerable magnificence, 
also revealed large gray areas, due to 
the monotony resulting from the inces- 
sant employment of the same themes. 
The work reached occasionally greater 
Gramatic heights, but on the whole was 
less interesting, than the same compos- 
er’s First Symphony, played here last 
season by the New York Symphony Or. 
chestra. 

Bossi’s work, for string orchestra only, 
was so tuneful and attractive that it is 
inevitably bound to find @ haven in the 
“pop” concerts. Carl A. Tholl, leader of 
the viola section, played an obligato to 
one of the movements, and drew forth 
so full-throated a tone as to explain why 
“Berlioz’s “Childe Harold,” playea’ at 
the concerts of Jan. 198 and 2, scored a 
partial failure. It was because Direc- 
tor Zach, rigidly following tradition, as- 
signed the viola obligato of that work 
to the concertmaster, Hugo Olk.

NEARLY 50,000 VEHICLES 
HAVE CROSSED FREE BRIDGE 


Many Teamsters Are Using the New 
Structure at Night for 
Hauling. 

More commercial vehicles than pas- 
senger vehicles are using the free bridge, 
it is disclosed by the daily count of traf- 
fic kept by Director of Streets and Sew- 
ers; Talbert. The figures for last Mon- 
day, which was taken ag an average 
day, showed that 279 wagons and auto- 
mobile trucks passed over the bridge in

Since the opening of the bridge, Jan.

LAREDO, Tex., Feb. 17.—It is an- 
nounced that the de facto Government 
of Mexico has authorized the sale in 
the United States of metal junk esti- 
mated to have a total weight of ap- 
proximately 300,000,000 pounds.

So Says the Spanish Tenor With 
Gesture in Explaining 
Operatic Fiasco. 


‘DRUNK? NE-VAIR,’ HE ADDS 


“1! am Known the World Over 
—] Am Con-stan-ti-no; I Do 
Not Get Drunk.’’ 


Florencio Constantino. Spanish tenor 
yesterday discharged from the title role 
of Homer Moore’s opera, ‘Louis XIV,” 
and sued im the Circuit Court by the 
composer to recover $1250 advanced him 
as salary, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
his reasons why his performance proved 
a fiasco at the premier production of 


the opera Friday night. 

Moore’s petition sets forth that Feb. 
12 he entered into a contract with Con- 
stantino to pay him $2500 for four per- 
formances; that the tenor ceuld no: 
sing Monday or Wednesday night, and 
that when he did attempt to give his 
part Friday he proved unacquainted 
with either words or music, and that 
he would be incompetent to sing at the 
remaining performances. 

“Ah! but let me .explain to my be- 
loved public why that performance was 
not quite, er, so-so,’’ Constantino said 
to the reporter as he strutted about 
his parlor-suite in the Hotel Jefferson 
while surrounded by a coterie of local 
musicians and singers. 

“See—[ am an artist; ‘tis, ah! my 
voice which makes me. And if the voice 
refuses, ah-h!”’ And he folded his arms 
across his ‘“‘tummy” and sighed deeply. 
as though portraying a part. 

“IT come to St. Louis from California—- 
see, Iam an artist, a great artist! Mees- 
tair Moore, he wish me to sing for him. 
And now, ah! Thees is eet. He want 
my name. That name—Con-stan-ti-no 
—(and he rolled the syllables lovingly 
on his tongue and raised his eyes tu 
the skies, or ceiling rather)—eet draw 
my beloved public! And then, ah! the 
house, eet would be full, and the box- 
office, eh? You get me? Eh? That what 
you say in America? 


Watt Yor Taxicab Veery Rad. 

“So I come. The second day here I go 
into @ warm room, a veery warm room, 
and then I come out into the cold, cold 
air, and I wait, 12, ah! 15 minute for 
taxicab. Then, see, I catch cold. Veery 
bad for artist, that, caten cold. 

“But I memorize my part, I learn my 
score, I know the music. I sing eet for 
Meestair Moore, and he lean back and 
say to me, ‘Ah, grand! Mag-nif-i-cent! 
Just lack that, see?’’ 

Here he stopped a moment, strode 
across the room with arms crossed in a 
Napoleonic attitude, rumpled his black 
hair once, and then continued, this time 
with eyes cast down to the depths of 
the deep blue carpet on the floor: 

“I am an artist! My beloved public, 
eet must hear me at my best. So? Then 
I get bronchial trouble. Veery bad, 
that. We postpone the premicr twice, 
‘cause of that. Wednesday night I talk 
with Meestair Moore, I tell him I have 
my vocal cords examined, and they al] 
right, but the bronchials, ah! There's 
the rub!” And this time it was the 
pose of Hamlet he assumed. 

“Well, I ask Meestair Moore, almost 
with tears in my eyes, that he postpone 
the premier. I tell him if he will put 
it off one week, two week, I will sing 
one performance free. That me, the 
artist! He won’t listen. He say I must 
sing. I say \my ,beloved public must 
hear me at best. So on we go. You, 
sir, know the rest.” 

Here he was asked if having a cold 
interfered with the memory cells of the 
brain to such an extent that he could 
not memorize the words or score. 


No Master of English. 
‘My dear, dear friend, Ix»know both. 
Why not? I am an artist! But I sing 
in English this time. I am no master 
of your beautiful tongue—not yet. But 
I do the best I could. 

“So, not being an English master, I 
cannot pronounce some words, and when 
I reach these words, ah! I cannot sing 
them. So Ido not. What else could I, 
an artist, do? I just not sing. Would 
you expect an American to sing Italian 
like one from Italy? ‘Pah! Certainly 
not!” 

Here he was gently reminded that ‘his 
dressing room contained the following 
on Friday night: A half-pint whisky 
bottle, with about three-quarters of an 
inch of an amber fluid in it; a six-inch 
tumbler containing a solution of cognac, 
water and.sugar. which had a dark.

‘Course, his 
breath smelt of brandy, but he was not 
drunk, ah, no! He too great an artist 
to do that.”

BOY DECOYED INTO 


WINEROOM BEFORE 
HE WAS MURDERED 


Two Testify They Saw Man and 
Woman Entice Alphonse Ma- 
garian Into Place. 


BODY FOUND WEEK LATER 


Hearing on Conspiracy to De- 
fraud Charge Principally to 
Clear Up Mystery. 


Two persons testified at a hearing he- 
fore Commissioner Coultas in East St. 
louis yesterday afternoon that the last 
time they saw Alphonse Magarian, the 
o-year-old boy who was decapitated 
last October, was when Frances Franz, 
an inmate of a disorderly house, and 
Charles Burke, a loiterer, lured the child 
into @ wineroom next door to his 
parents’ home. 

The boy disappeared Oct. 4, and his 
headless body was found in a public 
dump Oct. 13." He was the son of A. D. 
Magarian, & wealthy Armenian baker, 
of 19 North Sixteenth ‘street. The wine- 


room was in the rear of a saloon at 2! 
North Sixteenth street, next door to tre 
Magarian bakery and residence. Mrs. 
Garnet Droix, who now is held on a 
charge of white slavery, operated the 
place over the saloon. 


The hearing was to determine whether 
Charles Burke and James ~ Campbell, 
both of whom frequented the place, had 
attempted to use the mails to defraud 
Magarian by sending him’ threatening 
letters. They were held for the grand 
jury on bail of $5000 each, which they 
could not furnish. 

Government officials frankly admit 
that their principal desire is to clear up 
the murder-mystery, but that Campbell, 
Burke,. Garnet Droit and her husband, 
Lex Droit,’will be prosecuted on charges 
of conspiracy to defraud Magarian if.the 
State officials take no action. 

Threat to “Fix” Magarian. 

Garnet Droit’s place was raided 
Sept. 30, after Magarian made com- 
plaints to the police about it. Sylvia 
Upton, a 16-year-old inmate, testified 
yesterday afternoon that, after the 
raid, when they had been released on 
bond, Mrs. Droit said: “Magarian is 
the cause of all this, and we'll fix 
bim, you see {f we don’t.” 


On Oct. 2, she said, Droit, Burke and 
Campbell were in the wineroom down- 
stairs talking, when she heard dhe of 
them say: “We will go through with 
this; the old duck has plenty of money, 
and he’s got to come across for raising 
all this devilment.’’ 

Burke noticed that she was listening 
then, she said, and made her leave the 
room. It was two days later, on Wednes- 
day, that Frances Franz and Burke, she 
said, called the boy, who was playing 
in the back yard of his home, to the 
wineroom, to get some candy. She was 
in the room with Burke and the other 
girl, she said. 


When they saw the boy, according to 
her testimony, Burke said: “There he 
is now. You call him in here and I’!l 
get him.”’ The boy came in, she said. 
and she, fearing twat he was to be hurt, 
ran upstairs. 

Magarian, who went on the stand 
later, said he also saw the girl call the 
boy into the back room of the salJoon, 
but thought nothing of it. Magarian and 
Sylvia Upton said that was the last time 
they ever saw him alive. 


Saw Man With Knife, 

- The following day, according to Sylvia 
Upton, there was another conference i:: 
Garnet Drojt’s room, at which Droit. 
Burke, Campbell and Mrs. Droit, were 
talking. ' She testified she saw Campbell, 
show a large pocket knife, after Burke 
had asked if he had one, She then saw 
Droit go to his room and come back 
with a piece of rope, she said. She tes- 
tified the others were angry when they 
saw she was listening, and one of theia 
said, “If the little brat ever says any- 
thing we will kill her.” 


Outside of the courtroom Sylvia Upton 
has identified a piece of rope, taken off 
the body by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the day the body was found, as being 
the same kind of rope as that which 
Droit had. 

Two jetters, one received by the po- 
lice and the other by Magarian, were 
introduced. The first was received by 
the police the day after the body was 


‘found, when two arrests had been made. 


It stated that the police “had the wrong | 
men. We are the guys that killed the, 


child, and we are on our way to Can- 


ada.”’ it stated. The letter was written 
on a piece of a brown paper envelope. 
Syivia Upton said the paper was the 
same kine as that which she saw Gar- 
net Droit writing upon. 

Says Women Took Potson. 

Sylvia Upton testified that the day 
after the boy disappeared Garnet 
Droit took poison, and was restored 
bry a doctor. Droit and his wife left 
the city that night. She told of hear- 
ing the woman say, “We'd better get 
out of here, or they'll get us.” 

The second letter was a demand for 
$2000, on pain of blowing up Magarian’s 
home. Burke and Campbell, on the 
stand, denied knowing anything about 
the letters or about the child’s fate, and 
Burke denied that he called the boy 
into the wineroom. Droit and his wife 
are in jail in Danville, Il.

FAVORITE ALIAS 
OF HETTY GREEN 


Her Son Tells How She As- 
sumed Names to Conceal 
Identity and Avoid Cranks. 


NEW YORK, 4 oh. 17. “eccentricities 
of his mother, Mrs. Hetty Green, re- 
puted to have been the richest woman in 


the world, were disclosea in the Surro- 
gate’s Court here today through the fi!- 
ing of testimony given by Col. E. H. R. 
Green before a transfer tax appraiser. 
The State is endeav oring to prove that 
Mrs. Green was a resident of New York 
when she died last July. 

Hitherto unrevealed methods which 
Mrs. Green adopted to conceal her iden- 
tity to avoid cranks, her fears for her 
personal safety, after the attempt on 
the life of Russell Sage; the numerous 
aliases under which she lived in unpre- 
tentious neighborhoods, and her per- 
sistent devotion to business and finan- 
cial transactions, were related by her 
son. 

Among the assumed names used by 
Mrs. Green, her son testified, were 
Mrs. Dewey, Mrs. Warrington, Mrs. 
Norton, Mrs. Smith, Mrs. Nash, Mrs. 
Martin, Miss Hickey and others he 
could not recall. A list of cheeks 
drawn in 1915, covering 25 weeks, showed 
the rich woman paid from $10 to $14 a 
week for board and lodging. Her. fa- 
vorite name was Dewey. She had a 
little dog by that name, so she put on 
the dog’s name. 

Of Mrs. Green’s social life her son 
said: 

‘“‘My mother was not much given to 
social life. She was nothing but busi- 
ness, business, business.

MAY GO BEFORE CONGRESS 


Continued Holding of Vessels in 
Port Is Worrying Washing- 
} ton Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The advis- 
ability of going before Congress beefore 
the end of the present session, March 4, 
to make certain that he be clothed wita 
sufficient power to protect American 
lives and property from German subma- 
rine activities, was discussed by Presi- 
dent Wilson today with members of th> 
Senate during a brief visit to the capitol. 

Afterward it was indicated that the 
President had not made up his mind on 
the question, but had such a step under 
consideration because of the possibilit,; 
that after adjournment some sudden 
emergency might arise necessitating ac- 
tion before Congress could be called to- 
gether again. 

The suggestion was made that Con- 
gress might be asked to pass a broad 
resolution authorizing the President to 
take any necessary measures for. ths 
Frotection of American rights and avoid- 
ing specific: stipulations “as to how th- 
protection should be afforded. 

The President's visit to the Capitol ‘!s 
understood to have been primarily for 
the purpose of discussing with Senators 
the legislative program. With most of 
the Senators seen he did not talk of the 
foreign situation, and the impression 
gained ground among some of them that 
he did not consider the emergency any 
more immediate than he did several days 
ago. It is known, on the other hand, 
that the continued holding of many ves- 
sels in port has come to be looked upon 
here as a condition for which some rem- 
edy must be found. 

If the President decides to go before 
Congress again before the end of the 
present session he is expected to point to 
this dislocation of shipping. Chairman 
Simmons of the Senate Finance Commit 
tee was one of the Senators who talked 
with the President today, and as a te- 
sult it is understood that in ca8e con- 
gressional action is found advisable a 
provision for necessary expenditure also 
will be made. 

Cabled Reports Reasstnring. 

In the line of active developments to- 
day, the most satisfactory was the ca 
bled assurance from the Spanish Am- 
bassador at Berlin that the trainload of 
American Consuls which left the Ger- 
man capital, following the departure of 
Ambassador Gerard, would soon reach 
the neutral territory of Switzerland. 
Coupled with the official confirmation 
that the American seamen captured on 
the British steamer Yarrowdale have 
been or will be released, this naturally 
had the effect of encouraging the pa-

They are permeated with the conviction 
that ‘“‘unneutral’’ America has already 
done everything possible to injure Ger- 
many by unofficial aid to the allies; 
that it is not to be feared economically 
any more than heretofore, and that in a 
military sense it does not count. 

The Germans are united, from the low- 
est to the highest, in the belief that the 
entente allies intend to dismember their 
nation and consequently are determined 
to fight with the utmost energy and 
with every weapon. 

The peace party, however, is onl¥ sub- 
merged, not entirely obliterated, and the 
break with America has not removed 
any of the differences of opinion. It 
is, of course, true that the break has 
given an impetus to the aspirations of 
the extremists, who see in the decision 
of the Government to resort to unre- 
stricted submarine warfare the first 
concession to their original demands. 
The great bulk of the people, however, 
is still back of the Chancellor, and even 
under the new conditions would be per-r 
fectly satisfied with a solution on the 
basis of the status quo, caring little or 
nothing whether Germany obtains Bel- 
gium, Poland or Lithuania. Not a word 
in regard to indemnity has been heard 
from these quarters since early in the 
war. 


People for Any Reasonable Peace. 


An honorable and dignified peace is 
what is desired. As long as the en- 
tente intends to impose terms regard- 
ed by the German people as equiva- 
lent to destruction or dismember- 
ment,they will resist unitedly but, the 
American observers say, there would 
be the threat of a serious rift if an 
opportunity for a reasonable peace 
should present itself and not be ac- 
cepted. - 

It is the estimate of conservative 
Germans, the Americans say, that the 
Government would have been unseat- 
ed had the decision to resume unre- 
stricted submarine warfare really 
represented a triumph for the pan- 
German element. As it is, the Gov- 
ernment remains in power supported 
by a people that for the time being 
has agreed to adopt pan-German meth- 
ods, but which has a passionate de- 
sire for peace at the earilest possible 
moment. 

Attention is directed also by these 
Americans to another phase of the 
problems having to do with German 
rublic opinion which is presented by 
the relations with the empire’s allies.

END OF THE WAR 


Duty to Warn Country That 
More Bitter Struggle Than Ever 
Is Ahead, He Declares. 


LONDON, Feb. 17.—The Earl of Der- 
by, Secretary of State for War, speak- 
ing at Bolton today, expressed the 


opinion that the critical period of the 
war would occur in the next few 
months. 

“I would be a false friend,” he said, 
‘if I did not warn the country that the 
war is going to be long-continued and 
the struggle even more bitter than in 
the past. It can only be won by every- 
one doing his utmost. The three things 
most vital are money, men and muni- 
tions. Money and munitions are being 
supplied in large quantities. Men we 
want and must have. The nation will 
have to make greater sacrifices in the 
way of giving its manhood to fight its 
battles. You will not win the war by 
saying you have won it. 

“I am as confident as anyone of the 
eventual result, but do not be led away 
into the too great optimism of thinking 
that the end is near. 

‘There is nothing that pleases us more 
than to hear that the German nation 
is at its last gasp. I do not think it is 
true. I believe the German nation is 
suffering, but it still h n enormous 
reserve of power and make a great 
and gigantic effort to gain the mastery. 

“IT belleve we are going to see the 
critical period of the war in the next 
few months. We must face it with 
courage. I confidently predict it will be 
a successful six months for us, but at 
the same time I do not think it will be 
a walk-over. 

“You must receive bad news equally 
with good news, with the same courage, 
ihe same gameness and the same deter- 
mination. There is but one motto for 
every man and woman in the country. 
namely ‘to stick it out.’ That is what 
you have got to do. At whatever cost, 
at whatever eacrifice, stick out to the 
bitter end and the bitter end will mea" 
for you, perhaps privation, but for those 
who come after you freedom from the 
horrors which we have experienced dur- 
ing the last two and a half years.’’

CAPTAIN: ADMITS 


Commander of German Liner 
Excused From Naming Offi- 
cial Because of Personal Peril. 


FEARED TREASON CHARGE 


Damage Wrought Before Diplo- 
matic Break While Ship 


Was in U. S. Custody. 


BOSTON, Feb. 17.—The North Ger- 
man Lioyd passenger liner, Kronprin- 
zessin Cecilie, while in the custody of 
a United States Marshal under a libel 
order from the Federal Court, was de- 
Iiberately disabled at the. direction of 
her German commander, Charles A, 
Polack, he testified in the United States 
District Court today. 

Capt. Polack said that he, in turn, 
had taken his orders from the German 
Government. 

The damage to the vessel was done on 
the night of Jan. 31, three days before 
diplomatic relations between the United 
States and Germany were broken off. 
Under examination Capt. Polack said 
that on that day he received orders to 
render his vessel unseaworthy from an 
unnamed official of the Germany em- 
bassy at Washington. 

When the witness was asked the name 
of this official, he hesitated and thén, 


. turning to the Court, made this plea: 


“Your Honor, I am an officer of the 
German navy, and if T should have to 
disclose ‘the name of the gentleman in 
this hearing I might be tried for treason 
when I go home to Germany. I wish 
you would not oblige me to answer that 
question.”’ 

Judge James M. Morton Jr., conferred 
privately with counsel for the libellants 
and the owners of the Cecilie for a few 
minutes and then announced that, as 
the attorneys for the plaintiffs were not 
disposed to press the point, the Court 
would not insist upon an answer, as no 
good purpose would be served thereby, 
and particularly as the reply might be 
of momentous importance to the wit- 
ness.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Secretary 
Baker today instructed Gen. Funston 
to order all of the militia troops 
from the border to their home sta- 
tions. The withdrawal] orders are not 
predicated on any developments in 
the German situation, Secretary Ba- 


ker announced. Before leaving the 
border regular army officers will su- 
rervise the steps which must be 
taken so that the men can be mus- 
tered out of the Federal service as 
soon as they reach their homes. 

It is probable that at least three 
weeks will elapse before the last 
muilitiaman has left the border. 

The order is coincident with the 
reopening of the American Embassy 
in Mexico. 

Gen. Funston still will have on the 
border nearly 50,000 troops of the 
regular army, disposed along the line 
from Brownsville, Tex., to Yuma; 
Ariz. The ¢ommand includes all of 
tke troops who were in Mexico under 
Gen. Pershing, and their distribution 
was carried out under the direction 
of Gen. Eben Swift, who was with the 
Fershing expedition. Gen. Pershing 
will remain at El Paso, where he is 
commanding a division including the 
lergest cavalry unit on the line. 

Secretary Baker emphasizes that 
the withdrawal of troops merely car- 
ries out a policy determined on long 
azo by the administration. The order 
was issued after Gen. Funston had 
reported that with the new disposi- 
tion of regulars he felt he had 
enough men to meet any exigencies 
which might arise. The number of 


guardsmen to be demobilized. under 
today’s order is about 53,000. 
Administration officials place en- 
tire confidence in Gen. Funston’s 
opinion that,the force of regulars 
will be sufficient.

damaged, and to protect the steamer 
from further injury. The cost of main- 
taining the ship pending the disposition 
of the case also was put upon the own- 
ers. 

The Court did not indicate whether 
any action for contempt would be taken 
against Capt. Polack or Chief Engineer 
Sigmund Blerans, who was intrusted 
with rendering the machinery of the 
Cecilie inoperative. 


First Step Taken Last Sexton s- 
Questioned by Edward E. Blodzett, 


counsel for the libellants, Capt. Polack 
said that last spring, soon after the 
steamer Sussex was sunk, he was sum- 
moned to New York by his company’s 
office and introduced to a man who said 
he represented the. German Govern- 
ment. This man told him that trouble 
had arfsen between the United States 
and Germany and that it was about 
time for him to destroy the ship’s pa- 
pers. He was told that his ship should 
not falt into hostile hands. 

In subsequent questioning Attorney 
Blodgett insisted that the witness had 
spoken of “ships” instead of a ship, 
the inference being that the captain had 
received orders also to have damaged 
the two other vessels of his line tied 
up here, the Koln and the Wittekind. 
The witness was positive that he had 
spoken only of his own ship, but Judge 
Morton intervened to say that he also 
had understood the witness as speaking 
of ships. Capt. Polack, however, repeat- 
ed that he had reference only to his own 
vessel. 

Returning to Boston, he arranged 
with his chief officer and chief engi- 
neer for the disabling of the ship 
upon the receipt of a code telegram 
which he was to send. On Jan. 28 he 
started for Hot Springs, Ark., but 
stopped over in New York. During 
his stay there he received his otders 
to damage the ship, and on Jan. 31 
dispatched the message to his first of- 
ficer. Returning to Boston that night, 
he found the chief engineer engaged 
in crippling the machinery. 

How the Order Was Given. 

Blodgett asked when and where he 
received his orders and the witness 
replied: 

“On Jan. 31, at the docks of our 
company in Hoboken. I was if the 
offices just before noon. Others pres- 
ent were the superintendent of the 
company, Capt. Moller, and a repre- 
sentative of the German Government.

ROOKINGS SAYS. 


Declares Graduate Who Has No, 
Money Is Given Preference 
in Business World. 


The creation of an alumni fund to ada 
to the resources of Washington Univer- 
sity was proposed by Robert S. Brook- 
ings, president of the University Cor- 
poration, in an address last night at the 
annual alumni banquet at the City Club. 
It was suggested by Judge W. H. Allen 
in a later speech that the fund be used 
to erect an alumni building on the cam- 
tus. This suggesticn was heartily ap- 
Plauded by the 135 alumni present and 
it was said that several interested ones 
are already taking steps to put it into 
effect. 

Brookings reviewed the growth of the 
university in the last 20 years. The en- 
rollinent has increased, he said, from 109 
to 78, the faculty has grown from 3% 
members to 88 ,and the endowment has 
keen increased from $800,000 to $10,000,000. 
Of this endowment $1,000,000 has been 
added through the accumulation of a 
surplus. 

The high ranking of the graduates in 
their professions, he declared, is due 
largely to the fact that the university 
always has been a ‘‘poor boy’s school.” 
“My sympathies,’’ he said, ‘“‘are with 
the sons of the rich, for no one ever 
expects them to do anything when they 
come out of school and the big business 
man will not give them a chance. The 
necessity of the poor boys that they 
work and save to get through school 
makes for earnest effort, which counts 
in after life.’’ 

He advocated higher standards of 
instruction and more stringent re- 
quirements for entrance into the pro- 
fessional] schools, F \ 

The oldest alumnus present was Dr. 
E. A. Engler of the clas of 1876, who 
is now treasurer of the University. 
Prof. F. E. Nipher of the Department 
of Physics, who has been a teacher in 
the university for 42 years, told of 
the difference of the students of to- 
day from those of the early 70's. They 
worked harder in those days, he de- 
clared, and did not waste their time 
“tum-tuming”’ around fraternity 


houses. He said that Pegram, who 
had spoken previously, never made a 
Srade of less than 95 per cent in 
physics. 

“It was because there was more 
college studying and less ‘college ac- 
tivities’ in those days,” Prof. Nipher 
said.

Emily Moore of 313 East Stein street, 
who, since the middle of last Novem- 
ber, despite constantly increasing prices, 
has provided food for herself, her in- 
valid husband four children and paid 
incidental. expenses with $5 a week paid 
to her through the Provident Associa- 
tion, The children, ranging in age from 
3 to ll years, recently were examined 
by physicians at Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital clinic and pronounced in good 
physical condition. The diet the mother 
had provided.them also was pronounced 
suitable. 

The husband, Thomas, 53 years old, 
{fs a laborer, but last fall he became too 
ill to.work. Mrs. Moore is 36 years old. 
Her father agreed to pay her rent while 
her husband was not working and the 
Provident Association provided clothing 
for the children. The food problem was 
the biggest, and Mrs. Moore said she 
thought she could manage on $5 a week. 
An agent for the Provident Association 
found an anonymous contributor who 
agreed to give that much for 10 weeks. 

Mrs. Moore’s expense account for a 
typical week was as follows: Dec. 4, 
three loaves of bread, 9 cents; half gal- 
lon of syrup, 22 cents. Dec. 5, peck of 
potatoes, 45 cents; onions, 5 cents. Dec. 
6, four loaves of bread, 12 cents; insur- 
ance, 2 cents; salt, 4 cents; three 
pounds neck bones, 15 cents. Dec. 7, 
four loaves of bread, 12 cents; condensed 
milk, 9 cents; one pound of oleo, % 
cents; one pound of liver sausage, 10 
cents. Dec. 8, four loaves of bread, 12 
cents; two pounds of beans, 20 cents; one 
pound of liver, 10 cents; washing pow- 
der, 10 cents; car fare, 10 cents. Dec. 9, 
eight loaves of bread, 24 cents; one 
pound of spaghettl, 8 cents; stove polish, 
5 cents; sausage, 10 cents. Dec. 10, stew 
meat, 6 cents; tomato pulp, 10 cents; 
two pounds of sauer kraut, 5 cents; 
matches, 5 cents. Dec. 11, car fare to 
clinic, 10: cents. Total, $4.13.

PRESIDENT FORCED [ASKS FOR INQUIRY INTO 
WAR PROPAGANDA CHARGES

Representative Moore Wants Investigation Into 
Allegations That Morgan and Munition Makers 
Had “Bought” 25 Newspapers. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—A congres- 


sional investigation of the charges made 
by Representative Calloway of Texas 
that J. P. Morgan & Co. and other war 


munition interests had bought up 2 of 
the most influential newspapers of the 
country to carry on a propaganda to 
involve the United States in the Euro- 
pean war was demanded by Represent- 
ative J. Hampton Moore of Pennsyl- 
vania in a resolution introduced in the 
House today. 

Representative Moore earlier in the 
week declared that if some Democrat 
did not demand an investigation of Cal- 
laway’s charges he himself would intro- 
duce a resolution for the appointment of 
& select congressional committee. 

Moore said that, in justice to honest 
journalism in the United States, the 
charges that the American press or any 
section of it was being subsidized to in- 
flame the American people to a declara- 
tion of war against Germany should 
be thoroughly investigated. 

Action Cannot Be Delayed Long. 

Although action by the House on 
Moore’s resolution may be postponed un- 
til after the passage of the army bill, 
it cannot be delayed long, and Repre- 
sentative Callaway and others who 
charged that American newspapers are 
being controlled by foreign gold and 
lucre will be called on to substantiate 
them. Callaway refused today to give 
the sources of his information to the 
Post-Dispatch, but has stated that he 
would give them under the protection 
of a congressional committee. Moore’s 
resolution will give him such an op- 
portunity. For the expenses of the pro- 
posed investigation, an appropriation of 
$50,000 is asked for. The resolution in 
part states: 

“Resolved, That the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives appoint a se- 
lect committee of seven members of 
the House, with instructions to inquire 
into the charges made by the Hon. 
Oscar Callaway in the Congressional 
Record of Feb. 9, 1917, respecting an al- 
leged arrangement by ‘the J. P. Mor- 
gan interests’ and others to engage cer- 
tain persons ‘to purchase the policy, na- 
tional and international,’ of certain 
newspapers in the matter of prepared- 
ness arguments and misrepresentations 
as to the present céndition of the Unit- 
ed States army and navy, and the pos- 
sibility and probability of the United 
States being attacked by foreign foes, 
and for ‘the suppressfon of everything 
in opposition to the wishes of the inter- 
ests served.’ 

‘Resolved, further, that the commit- 
en ra Do 
proceedings in New York, it is well 
inderstood the manufacturers’ move was 
predicated on the assumption that there 
would be no criminal prosecutions. The 
manufacturers, in their proposal, while 
denying there have been any violations 
of the law, agree that the Trade Com- 
mission, if it finds it necessary, may 
make recommendations for such changes 
in the business of print paper manu- 
facture that the industry ‘‘may main- 
tain its organization, management and 
conduct of business in accordance with 
the law.”’ 


President Watched Situation, 
President Wilson has watched the sit- 


uation since the Trade Commission be- 
gan its inquiry eight months ago. 

At the hearings held last fall and as 
late as January the manufacturers, it 
iy said, discouraged the commission’s 
efforts to find a solution for prohibitive 
prices. After the grand jury proceed- 
ings were started they came voluntarily 
to Washington with their proposition. 

It is estimated that at least $30,- 
000,000 will be saved to American 
publishers this year. Nothing is said 
of increased production, but it is 
understood the manufacturers are wil- 
ling to keep enough machines on news 
print to insure a paper supply for the 
entire country. 

It was learned today that the Cana- 
dian Government will fix a maximum 
price of 24% cents a pound on news print 
sold to Canadian publishers, leaving the 
price to be charged Americans to be 
determined in this country. The two 
Governments have worked in concert in 
the situation. 

It is agreed by the manufacturers that 
they will carry out all existing contracts 
even if at prices lower than those fixed 
by the commission and that with respect 
to contracts which are for higher pricés, 
reductions will be made.

$4500 for the chairman and $4000 for 
the members, which were reduced by 
the House to $3600 and $3200. 

The State Tax Commission bill wili 
be passed, but it is the intention to 
amend it in such a way that it will be 
harmless and will fail of its purpose. 
The bill proposed to give a State com- 
mission power to assess property in 
every county and city of the State. It 
virtually did away with the local as- 
sessors. Properly administered, this 
proposed law would have equalized as- 
sessments in the State and would, by 
raising the assessments of counties as- 
sessed far b2low the teal valuation 
provide sufficient revenue for State 


expenses. 


The combine proposes to remove from 
the bill the Commissioner’s power to 
make assessments, and to give it only 
the power to recommend increases to the 
State Board of Equalization, which con- 
sists of eJective State officers. In the 
past nearly every member of this board 
has been a candidate for re-election and 
has feared to raise assessments. The 
proposed Senate amendment would cre- 
ate a Tax Commisson without power to 
correct assessment and taxation abuses.

The action decided upon for the other 
administration measures, but which 
might be changed if the Governor would 
make further concessions, is as follows: 

Hawes’ good roads bill will be passed. 

Tax on soft drinks probably will be 
passed, but amount of tax will be great- 
ly reduced, and the measure will not 
yield the revenue expected of it. 

Mortgage recording tax will be de- 
feated. 

Whisky inspection, including a tax on 
whisky, will be passed. 

Inheritance tax will be passed with 
amendments exempting inheritance of 
$15,000 by husband or wife and $5000 by 
each child. This will reduce the revenue 
expected more than one-half, the num- 
ber of estates on which tax would be 
collected being relatively few. 

Income tax will be defeated. 

Saloon license increase to $400 for the 
State has passed both houses.

The State Tax Commission bill wili 
be passed, but it is the intention to 
amend it in such a way that it will be 
harmless and will fail of its purpose. 
The bill proposed to give a State com- 
mission power to assess property in 
every county and city of the State. It 
virtually did away with the local as- 
sessors. Properly administered, this 
proposed law would have equalized as- 
sessments in the State and would, by 
raising the assessments of counties as- 
sessed far b2low the teal valuation 
provide sufficient revenue for State 
‘expenses. 

The combine proposes to remove from 
the bill the Commissioner’s power to 
make assessments, and to give it only 
the power to recommend increases to the 
State Board of Equalization, which con- 
sists of eJective State officers. In the 
past nearly every member of this board 
has been a candidate for re-election and 
has feared to raise assessments. The 


proposed Senate amendment would cre- | 


ate a Tax Commisson without power to 
correct assessment and taxation abuses.

The action decided upon for the other 
administration measures, but which 
might be changed if the Governor would 
make further concessions, is as follows:

Inheritance tax will be passed with 
amendments exempting inheritance of 
$15,000 by husband or wife and $5000 by 
each child. This will reduce the revenue 
expected more than one-half, the num- 
ber of estates on which tax would be 
collected being relatively few.

Demand for lots in Southampton for 
business buildings, as well as for homes, 
is a feature of the real estate movement 
of Southwest St. Louis.

at the Victoria Theater Friday night 
to an audience that did not fill the or- 
chestra seats. Although no admission 
was charged, all who attended were 
given reserved seat tickets at the box 
office by Flynn’s brother, Frank. One 
result of this was scattering the audi- 
ence so that it seemed larger than ‘it 
was. 

Flynn came on in a white flannel 
suit, looking a great. deal like former 
Gov. Major. “’ The resemblance was 
heightened when he danced. But before 
he danced he smiled. His smile is very 
expansive. It reveals large teeth. When 
he smiles his eyes, small and close to- 
gether, disappear. He has an engaging 
personality and an effective line of 
Chautaqua patter.

Decrease of Hours and Better 
Pay Increase Factory Pro- 
duction Materially. 


Since the Ford Motor Co., in Jan- 
vary, 1914, adopted the eight-hour 
working day, the plan, regarded at 
that time as an experiment, has been 
generally adopted -throughout the 
country and seems to be increasing 
in fav as its value becomes more 
fully Known. 


For skeptics, however, a few con- 
crete illu trations taken at random 
in the Ford factory as well as testi- 
mony of employes working under the 
system should prove convincing. Im- 
mediately after the eight-hour plan 
went into effect a voluntary increase 
in production of about 15 per cent 
was shown. This may have been due 
in part to the increase in wages that 
came with the profit-sharing plan, 
but in the light of subsequent inves- 
tigation it seems that the short work- 
ing day coupled with-safe working 
conditions brought a much’ higher 
state of efficiency and inecreaséd. ef- 
ficiency always méans more progue- 
tion. 

This facet is especially noticeable 
in the fender department. In 1914, 
with a working day of 10 hours, 160 
men built 2000 sets daily. Now, with 
an eight-hour 
3000 sets each day. This, too, in spite’ 
of the fact that, practically the same 
equipment is used and further that 
the present fender is much more dif- 
ficult to make than that used pre- 
viously. |

lINDUSTRIOUS THIEVES 


NOW TOW AWAY CARS 


For the past year an average of over 
three cars per day have been stolen in 
Omaha. The insurance companies are 
constantly raising their rates for theft 
protection, and in sey eral cities the 
companies are now refusing to insure 
the Ford car against theft. A represen- 
tative of the Post-Dispatch, talking with 
Mr. Charles E. Page of Omaha, Neb., 
president of the Auto Device Sales Co., 
gained many pieces of information of 
direct interest to automobile owners. 

Two men were sent into the suburban 
districts in and about Omaha and to 
towns lying within a radius of 2 miles 


of that citv to make inquiries of auto- 
mobile owners regarding their feeling in 
reference to driving their cars to Oma- 
ha to do their shopping. Over 80 per 
cent of those talked with said that they 
would not consider driving into Omaha 
and having to park their car in the city 
streets, ‘because of their apprehension 
of theft. 

No matter if the car has an ignition 
or clutch lock, by towing they can steal 
the car quicker than the owner himself 
could start his engine and drive it 
away.

Practice Growing of Using Worn 
Carcasses Covered With New 
Rubber to Deceive. 


When a misguf€ed motorist buys a 
cheap “swindle tire’ that looks to 
him, on the outside, as good as any of 
the standark makes and rolls blithely 
away in his car congratulating him- 
self on being a smart bargain hunter 
he is the most badly fooled man in 
the world. His security and high 
spirits generally last from 10 minutes 
to half a day. For when: the tire 
blows out all the high opinions he 
has of himself blow out at the same 
time and he is lucky if he is not hurt. 

For 10 minutes to half a day, de- 
pending on whether he gets a regu- 
lar “swindle tire’ or'one that by mis- 
take has proved a little stronger than 
the other memters of the family, this 
motorist imagines he is riding on a 
new tire. In reality he.is riding on a 
‘fabric, the bone and sinew of every 
tire, that has seen from 3500 to 6000 
miles before it is sold to him as new. 
‘The only new thing about it is a thin 
rubber tread on the outside and a 
thin layer of new material on the in- 
side. They completely hide the 
bruised and rotting fabric that has, 
already had the life bruised out of it 
by long and faithful service. They 
give a youthful appearance to a poor 
old tire which should have been per- 
mitted to pass its last days in peace 
and quiet. This decrepit “old man” 
tire with its rickety insides is able 
to lean up against the wall in the 
showroom and look fairly, presentable 
in its clothes of a youthPul cut. But 
when he gets out into the dirt and is 
given a few hard knocks he collapess 
almost immediately. Good looks 
don't give mileage. One gets mileage 
from the inside ‘fabric. 

Rubber Covered Dead Carcasses, 

There is a mistaken notion that the 
tread has an important bearing on the 
quality of a tire. The duty of the tread 
is simply to take up the road shocks 
with a certain amount of resiliency. The 
carcass, on the other hand, is the very 
backbone of the tire, Upon its strength 
depends the life of the tire. So what 
chance has a motorist who buys a dead 
carcass, wrapped with rubber? In most 
instances he doesn’t get even an “‘old 


only difference between such a tire ang 
a human mummy being that the latter 
has been dead longer and does not have 


} his rest disturbed. 


| Consider the tire carcass for a moment 
as it is put together by the regular man- 
ufacturer in the first place. The gelec- 
tion of the material fs of first impor- 
tance, and therefore Sea Island cotton 
is used because it is very tough. Then 
the varioug layers o fthis expensive ma- 
terial are “frictioned’’ tegether with thin 
layers of pure gum. Lying between the 
piles of the fabric this gum makes a 
strong shock-resisting structure. Every- 
thing must be firm and tough. The 
least bit of fabric separation is the be- 
ginning of the end of the tire. 

The most important purpose of the 
tread ia to keep moisture and sand and 
dirt away from this carcass and to ab- 


|sorb severe shocks. While such a stand- 
ard tire ig in its prime it meets all the 
requirements demanded of it. There is 
no weak spot. Each part is doing its 
work up to the full amount of its ability. 
It lives a decent life and gives a decent 
amount of service.

HEN the American steamer Housatonic 

was sent to the bottom off the Brit- 
ish coast on Feb. 3 by a German sub- 


marine many a veteran of our own 
Civil War furrowed his forehead and 


murmured: 
."“*Housatonic! Housatonic! Where 
have. I heard that name before. Housatonic! Subma- 


rine!” 

Then there came to mind through the vista of half 
a century one of the most striking episodes of the 
sixties, the sinking of the Union gunbeat Housatonic 
in the harbor of Charleston by the Confederate torpedo 
boat submarine Hunley—the first American vessel ever 
sunk by that method. Like the wasp, which is said 
to die after using its sting, the Hunley died with the 
EF ousatonic. It never rose again after pressing its copper 
cvlinder of dynamite into the side of the Federal craft. 
Five men were tilled on the Housatenic and the water 
closed over nine men on the Hunley—its entire crew 

The sinking of the Housatonic was the climax of one 
of the most stirring bits of heroism and ingenuity in 
the entire history of the Confederate states. The story 
of how crew after crew perished on the submersible in 
experiments before the craft was deemgd safe will al- 
ways hold a bright place among the many achievements 
of America’s defenders of the sea. 

A few years ago W. A. Alexander, a survivor of one 
of the crews of the Hunley, told the story of the begin- 


ning and end of this experiment in undersea warfare. . 


At the time of the sinving of the craft he had been 
attached to a special commission, but he was familiar 
with every detail of the history of the submarine. 
Speaking of the genesis of the Hunley he said: 

“Shortly before the capture of New Orleans by the 
I‘ederais, Capt. Hunley and two other officers were 
engaged in building a submarine torpedo boat in the 
new basin in that city. When the place fell into the 
hands of the Union troops before the craft was com- 
pleted it was sunk and its builders went to Mobile. 
There the authorities ordered the construction of a sim- 
ilar vessel As a member of the Twenty-first Alabama 
Artillery J] was detailed on the Government work at this 
shop and was ordered to build the craft according to the 
plans submitted. We had a warning from the fact that 
one boat which had been completed had sunk in a heavy 
wash off Fort Morgan while being towed out to sea. 

“Not discouraged, however, we began work on a 
second boat. For the hull we took a cylinder boiler we 
had on hand, 48 inches in diameter and 25 feet long. 
A part of it was separated into two water tanks for 
ballast, which could be emptied and filled by valves. 
Heavy pieces of castiron were also fastened to the bot- 
tom by bolts, which could be removed by the crew 
inside, thus allowing the castings to sink when it was 
desired to come to the surface. Perhaps the oddest fea- 
ture of the craft was an appendage which acted on the 
same principle as the tail of a fish. It -onsisted of two 
iron blades, each five feet long and ei~ht inches wide, 
joined to the shaft and projected behind the stern, one 
on each side of the propeller. The shaft was joined 
tc. a lever passing into the hull so that by moviig this 
lever the “tail’’ could he raised and lowered, changing 
the depth of the beat below the surface without disfurb- 
ing the water level in the ballast tanks. The rudder 
was eperated by a wheel and levers so connected that 
the captain or pilot forward could steer the craft from 
his pesition. 

“The boat was moved egtirely by hand It had an 
ordinary serew propeller, attached to a shaft, on which 
were eight cranks at different angles. The shaft was 
supported by brackets on the starboard side while the 
crew on the port side 
a..4j turned the cranks. The 
shafts and cranks took up 
so much reom that it was 
very difficult to pass fore 
and ait. imdeed, when the 
men were in their places it 
was next to impossible. mm ¢ 
operation one-half of the 
crew bad to pass through 
the fore hatch, the other 
througn the after. hatch 
way. 

“The torpedo was a Ccop- 
per eylinder holding 90 
pounds ef explosive, with 
percussion and primer

Gen. Beauregard ihen 
turned the submersible 
over to a volunteer crew 
from Moechile known as 
the Hunley and Parks 
crew.” Capt. Hunley 
was in charge and his 
first officer was Thomas 

Parks, in whose shop the 

submarine had been 
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staded me to let him ta’e my place. When she had been 
made ready again Capt. Hudley trained the crew im div- 
ing and rising again unti] one evening, in the presence 
cf a number of people on the wharf, she went down 
and remained sunk. She now had drowned all or most 
of three different crews—-23 men in all. * * * 

“Lueut. George Dixon was a mechanical engineer and 
belonged to my regiment. As soon as we heard of the 
third disaster to the Hunley, we discussed the matter 
and decided to offer our services to Gen. Beauregard. 
Our offer was accepted and we were ordered to repert 
to his chief of staff. We raised the boat and soon hed 
her repaired. After many refusals Gen. Beaurega d 
finally permitted us to go aboard the Confederate re- 
ceiving ship Indian Chief and call for volunteers. We 
easily secured the men and after a little practice in the 
river we were ordered to moor the boat off Sullivan's 
Island. 

“In comparatively smooth water and light current our 
boat could make about four miles an hour, but in rouz 
water her speed was about half of that. We found 
that we had to come tothe surface occasionally, light!y 
lifting the after hatchway and letting in a ‘ittle air. 
Sometimes when we rose for air we could hear the men 
in the Federal picket boats talking and singing. 

“It was suggested while we were in safe water to sce 
how long we could stay under the water withont com- 
ing to the surface. It was agreed that if amy of the 
crew felt that he must have air and gave the wor? “up” 
we would at once bring the boat to the surface. 


“One evening, after alternately diving and rising for a 
while, we noted the time and sank fer the test. Twenty- 
five minutes after I had closed the after manhead and 
excluded the outer air, the cancle went out.

Hartman has been the Chevalier Bayard of the North- 
land ever since he took part in the dog race a few weeks 
ago from Winnipeg to St. Paul, a distance of 509 miies. 
No, he didn’t win the race; he didn’t even come near 
winning it. Several of the contestants finished ahead 
of Hartman, but HARTMAN FINISHED, and thereby 
hangs a ‘tale of dogged courage and persistence seldom 
if ever equaled in the annals of American sport. 


The half-breed Sac on the sweeps of Manitoba and the 
broker in his club at St. Paul are still narrating how 
the inexperienced young man, with an untried team of 
dogs and with bleeding feet, trudged through the deep 
snows with the thermometer at 27 degrees below zero, 
even after he knew the race was lost, just to prove to 
his friends that he was not a quitter. Day after day, 
night after night, Hartman hung on like a bulldog, 
though suffering intense torture from the cold and lack 
of sleep. 

The last hundred miles of his trip was the triumphal 
march of a conqueror. 
him. Purses were presented to him. He might have 
been the savior of the nation for the honor that was paid 
him. Nothing will stir an American crowd so much as 
an exhibition of grit in face of impossible odds. 


Hartman had been assayer at Le Pas, Minn., for a 
short time, when he announced his intention of com- 
peting in the great dog derby. It was pointed out to 
him that the other entrants were all experienced men, 
with trained teams and that he would have no chance 
whatever to win the $5000 prize. 


However, Hartman persisted. When the teams lined 
up for the start at Winnipeg there were 11 entrants. 
Hartman had five dogs, the poorest looking team of all 
those assembled. After 10 miles of the journey toward 


St. Paul had been completed, one of the entrants, How- - 


ard West, a Canadian, dropped out because he found 
his dogs unmanageable. 


The others ran and rode during the afternoon and 
drew into St. Agathe, Manitoba, for their night stop. 
Hartman, knowing little about handling dogs, permitted 
his huskies to become entangled in their harness when 
his sled stopped and before he could separate them the 
five huskies were engaged in a battle to the death. 
When Hartman finally succeeded in disentangling the 
mass of revolving fur, claws and fangs he found that his 
lead dog had been mangled to such an extent that it died 
in a few hours. 

Having lost his lead dog, Hartman’s team was a pitia- 
ble affair. Other drivers urged. him to give up the race, . 
but Hartman only laughed and the next morning he 
started out with his rivals on the second lap of the race, 
through the deep snow, on the way to the international 
boundary. At first he was compelled to run ahead and 
lead the dog he had been forced to use as a pacemaker. 
After a while he took his station on the toboggan. The 
dogs slowed up and ‘Hartman was compelled to run 
alongside them. The other drivers were able to ride 
tLree miles out of every five. 

Only two of the remaining 10 contestants were Amer- 
ican whites—Hartman and Joc Metcalf, the latter a trap- 
per and prospector who had spent several years in 
Alaska and was thoroughly acquainted with huskies and 
their habits. The other eight included two Cree Indiazis, 
Albert and Joseph Campbell, five Icelanders, al} fisher- 
men from along the shores of Lake Winnipeg, and Wil- 
liam Grayson, a Canadian. 

Two of the Icelanders were compelled to drop out on 
the third day, HAVING CONTRACTED SEVERE 
COLDS. A third, who had ‘ 
been counted upon as a pos 
sible winner of the race, quit 
at Ardock, N. D., on the third 
night, wLen on the verge of 
collapse from exposure.

Hartman was nowhere in sight 
and fear was felt that he had been lost. A blinding 
snowstorm was raging all day. At 10 o’clock that night 
Hartman staggered with his dogs into Grand Forks. 
alf the town was out to welcome the gritty driver. 
After a few hours’ sleep that night Hartman set out 
at dawn Sunday with the other drivers. He and his 
dogs were too fatigued to keep the pace, and although 
they dropped far behind, they kept going. That night

the other men got eight hours’ sleep while partmas had 
to..be content with four. 

Monday night found him at Hillsboro, N. D., 30 miles 
behind his competitors. 

All that day he had plodded along by sheer force of 
will power.

He could not af- 
ford to lose another animal, the rules requiring that 
he finish with no fewer than four dogs in harness. 

Hartman’s clothes were badly torn. His feet were 
bruised and’ cut by cinders along the railroad track, 
where he had been compelled to travel for 20 miles be- 
cause of impassable snow drifts.

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The next day he arose at dawn, cuffed his dogs into 
consciousness and set out to overtake his rivals. But 
the four ahead had chosen that day for a spurt also. 
Before 9 p. m. the leaders had traveled 76 miles. Hart- 
man, disdaining the advice of physicians and race offi- 
cials, with frosted feet and swollen joints, walked and 
ran a total of 70 miles, crossing the Red River of the 
North at Fargo, N. D., and swinging across the half-way 
line in the Derby course at Sabin, Minn. 

Not until 1:30 the next morning did he stop except 
for meals. Then he had reached Barnesville, Minn., less 
than 240 miles from St. Paul and within 18 miles of his 


rivals. 


After four hours’ rest he took*the road again and at 
1:30 the next morning, while the other racers were in 
the middle of an eigft-hour sleep at Dalton, Minn., 
Hartman crept through the town with his dogs, TAKING 
THE LEAD FOR THE FIRST TIME IN THE RACE. 

On to the south he traveled, braving a below-zero tem- 

perature and a heavy snowstorm, despite his exhausted 
condition. When daylight came he learned from a 
farmer that he had lost his way and was but four miles 
west of Dalton, two miles off the Derby route. 
- Before he could regain the trail his rivals had retaken 
the lead. ‘Hartman kept on. From that moment day 
and night became as one to him and he became the real 
pacemaker of the gruelling race. 

Conditions became more difficult. The temperature 
began to set winter records, going down to about 30 
below zero. It was about this time that he learned 
that the number of his competitors had dwindled to four. 

At this period the story of Hartman’s courage had 
reached all the towns along the remainder of his route. 
At every stop he was greeted by cheering crowds. Purses 
aggregating more than $1000 were presented to him on 
the road. Moccasins by the hundreds of pairs were 
awaiting him at the various towns; fur coats, mittens, 
leather vests and even neckties and silk underwear. 

The women of Alexandria sewed one half night on 
dozens of sets of canvas boots to protect the feet of his 
dogs. A bank at Sauk Center, after the leaders had 
passed, had the snow-covered roads dragged for miles 
on either side of the town to make traveling easier for 
the game American. e 

Three boys ran away from home to accompany Hart- 
man from Alexandria to St. Paul and took turns breaking 
the trafl before his exhausted, dispirited dogs. — 

Hartman became dazed from exhaustion and cold. 
When he arrived at St. Cloud, 75 miles from St. Paul, 
where he overtook the others, after an ali-night drive 
through a snowstorm, he sank unconscious beside his 
dogs at the railroad depot. It was with difficulty that 
he was aroused and taken to the hotel for a few hours’ 
rest. 

That day he admitted that he could not win. 

“But I must finish,” he sobbed, “even if I have to

N these days of million-dollar films and crowded 
picture houses at almost grand opera prices, 
you'd hardly think that the moving picture 
producers woul. have a grievarce, would you? 
But they have. “Pity the poor capitalist,” hey 
say. Among them just now is arising a murmur 
which bids fair to become a loud wail. 

And why? Because the stars, the really big ones who 
draw: fabulous salaries, but who are worth them be- 
cause they in turn draw the public into the moving 
picture houses, are showing a. disturbing tendency to 
become their own producers and managers. This léaves 
the professional producers with a lot of secondary stars 
on their hands; gone from «hem ‘are the popular idols 
whom the people demand to see and gone also are the 
profits which these favorites brought to film companies 
The stars themselves, then, are in a position to reap al) 
the profits, providing the fickle public doesn’t tire of 
them, which is unlikely. 

It’s like this: If an inventor turns out something real- 
ly worth while he first must turn to someone with money. 
If it is a new type of engine, thousands of dollars 
must be spent before it can be placed upon the market. 
A manufacturing plant must be built and material pur- 
chased for the manufacture of parts. Maybe a million 
or so is expended before the returns begin to come in. 
So long as there 
is a demand for that particular: product he gets a share 
of the selling price. And the inventor receives his in 
the form of royalties. It isea sort of “until-death-do 
‘us-part” agreement. «» ~ 

Now, take the moving picture actor. Maybe he is re- 
cruited from the legitimate stage and maybe he has never 
acted before in his-life. He is given a job in the movies 
and soon becomes popular. Theaters which advertise 
films in whfch he appears are packed. His salary jumps 
to six figures and the producers lay in a.stock of extra 
becomes 
cognizant.of his popularity and says to himself, “Why 
can't I form a company of my own and gather all-the 
reward?’ He does so, knowing that the risk is prac- 
tically nil. 

Up to the present not. many film stars have taken 
this step, but the producers think they can see the 
handwriting on the wall. 


The moving picture business apparently has ether ills, 
too. . William -A. Brady, who in kis.time has-been the 
impresario of everything from.a prize fight. to one of 
the season’s smashing stage successes, and who now is 
president .of a. motion picture company, testified the 
other day before a New Yohk legislative investigating 
committee that.the waste in the production. of moving 
pictures: was nothing short of criminal... Showmen, he 
pointed out,-are bad business men, and he-declared that 
there .was very little in the business now except for 
the stars. When a real business man who knows how 
to cut the waste comes along, he will make money, 
Mr Brady added. 

The committee was assembled for the purpcse of hav- 
i.e the film producers show cause why they should 
net be subjected to a State tax. Mr. Brady also testified 
that the business had been expanding, but in a disas- 
trous way. 

“The business looked so easy that four times the the- 
aters needed were built,” he said. “I think there is 
a great future in it, but there 
is no money. in it now. It will

He went on to say 
that only three stars were 
worth what they got—Charlie 
Chaplin, Mary Pickford’ and 
Douglas Fairbanks—and that 
most of the others do not give 
services which their salaries 
warrant. 


It. is pretty generally be- 
lieved now that moving pic- 
ture stars get what the’ mov- 
ing picture people say they 
et, although in the early days 
ud guffaws greeted the an- 
nouncement that such and sucb 
a star got such and such a 
salary, and people attributed 
it to a busy press agent. But 
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Clara Kimball Young, the first of the big 
movie stars to desert the producing 
companies and make her own films.

Mary Pickford who, as head of her own 
company, ts expected to make more 
than $500,000 this year. 
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and while there he nearly flunked in a number of studies 
and was continually being reprimanded for inattention 
to dress and to rules. Later he left the army—for good, 
he believed—but the. Civil War broke out and then he 
started to make history. 

Fairbanks became a moving picture actor under pro- 
test. When the lords of the screen drafted him he was 
doing very well on the speaking stage, drawing a salary 
considered very good for the legitimate and nursing an 
ambition to save $100,000. When that was accomplished, 
he told himself, good-by stage and every other field of 
endeavor that spells work. He was going to enjoy him- 
self. 

When he was 10 years old Fairbanks could recite the 
famous speeches of Othello and Hamlet and all the other 
familiar passages of Shakspeare’s works, although he 
did not know what the words meant. He had been 
trained to do it by his father, who was a great admirer of 
the Bard, and who always entertained Shakspearean 
actors when they came to Denver, where the family lived 
and where Douglas was born 33 years ago. 

When Fairbanks was 17 the family moved to New 
York and the boy decided upoy a stage career. He joined 
the company of one of his father’s friends, Frederick 
Warde, and soon was promoted to the roles of Cassio 
The crities were unkind to him and he 
decided that in order to become a successful Shak- 
sperian actor he needed a liberal education. He chose 
Harvard for this field of endeavor and started on a 
special course in Latin, French and English literature. 
He stuck it out for five months and then returned to 
the stage, this time with Herbert Kelcey and Effie Shan- 
non in “Her Lord and Master.” When that engage- 
ment "was over his wanderlust sent him to Europe on 
a cattle boat. 

Next he became identified with Wali’street and at the 
end of six months had risen to a fairly good position, 
but he resigned before his employers should discover 
how little he really knew of stocKs and bonds. Then 
he tried the industries, and after donning overalls and 
learning all about the manufacture of bolts, nuts and 
hinges in a hardware manufactory, he discovered one 
day that the head of the company was only drawing 
$10,000 and that he attained this only after many years 
of hard work.. Back to the stage he went. 


For a year he supported Alice Fisher in “Mrs. Jack,” 
but’ the engagement ended pr turely as a result of 
a dvel of words between Fairdadn). and the company 
manager. Fairbanks, in the exuberance of his ,outh 
and vitality, frequently interpolated his. own lines and 
business into those of the p.ay, with the result that after 
a particularly exuberant performance the manager -called 
him down before the other members of the company. 
Fairbanks immediately resigned and the resigna.ion was 
in mediately accepted. 


This so discouraged him tnat. he decided to. become 


a lawyer. For three months he read Blackstone in-a 
New York office, but, unfortunately for his legal career, 
a wave of Japanese operettas struck New York at that 
time and the impressionable young actor was quite .car- 
ried away with the visions of the Orient which they 
opened up. He. would go to Japan, where life would be 
one round of tea parties with the geisha girls. He start- 
ed for Nippon via the Atlantic Ocean, but in London met 


a girl with whom be was violently in love and the trip. 


to Japan was all off. 


He then started an association 
with William A. Brady, which 
lasted, with two or three inter- 
ruptions, for seven years. For a 
year he appeared under Mr. 
Brady’s direction in “The Pit.” 
Then, following a disagreement 
over salary, he took his first 
musical comedy role in “Fan- 
tana,” under Lee Shubert. He 
returned to Brady and for sev- 
eral years was starred in “The 
Man of the Hour,” “All for a 
Girl,” “The Gentleman From 
Mississippi,” “The Cub” and “A 
Gentleman of Leisure.” 


When Fairbanks left Brady, 
George M. Cohan promised to 
write a play for him, but when 
it was finisHed Cohan decided to 
take the leading role himself. 
Fairbanks put on a vaudeville 
sketch, “A Regular Business 
Man,” and after that played the 
leading role in “Officer 666.” 
His’ next play was “Hawthorne, 
U.-S. A.” and between that ana 
the movies he appeared in “He 
Comes Up Smiling,” “The New 
Henrietta” and “The Show 
Shop.”

Mary is Mrs 
Johnson. The concern in which THEY are interested does a busi 
ness of $50,000,000 a year and George and Mary could cash a check 
for that amount in nearly any bank in the East that had that much 
money. : 

We call them George and Mary not secause we want to be famil- 
far, but because they like to be so called. At the banquets referred 
to all the guests called their hosts “Mary” and “George,” just as 
they had 20 years before, when Mr. and Mrs. Johnson were fellow 
wage earners. 

The story of the rise of George F. Johnson is a sparkling ro- 

~  Mance in the many industrial romances of American life. 

Back in the nineties the Lester Boot and Shoe Co. of Lestershirg, 
N. Y., got into a bad financial situation. The creditors, represented 
by H. B. Endicott of Eoston, took charge of the business, with the 
idea of saving enough out of the wreckage to pay a portion of the 
outstanding bills. 

While Endicott was struggling with the problem of disentangling 
the affairs of the Lester concern a workman came into his office, 
touched his cap and asked what he intended to do with the bust- 
ness. 

Endicott had seen the workman around the plant, but was puz- 
zlied that the tree foreman should be interested in the larger af- 
fairs of the concern. However, he said: 

“It looks as if we would have to close it down.” 

“Why not run it yourself and make it pay its debts?” suggested 


Endicott smiled at the workman rather pityingly. | 

“I don’t think anybody in the world could make that plant pay,” he finally said. 

“I could,” said the workman fromthe treeroom simply. “I could run it and 
make it pay.” 

Endicott laughed and told him that could not be done. He patiently showed him 
some facts and figures, but the workman persisted in the notion that he could make 
a paying proposition of the Lester factory. 

A few days later Encicott sent for the workman. A long talk followed, in which 
the treeworker outlited his plans for rehabilitating the New York plant. En-ticot: 
was finally convinced that the young men Raed more than a fancy. 

The upshot was that George F. Jobnson, after tv.o decades of hard work and hare 
thinking came into his empire. He bad promised to make a bankrupt concern pay 
for itself in six months. [t was something of a contract to undertake to cuie a dy- 
ing patient which had been given up by the greatest specialists. 

Almost from the start -ohnson mae the oustiess pay. At the end of three yea~s 
he was getting $5000 a year and Mary had qvit the stitching room to become Mrs. 
Johnson, vife of the rising young shee manufacturer. 

A year later Endicott took Johneon as a fall partner. During the past 12 months 
the firm did a business in excess of $50,000,000, and factories can hardly be built 
fast enough to take care of the orders. Twenty years ago the sales were less than 
@ milfion a year, and the concern employed about 400 hands. Now it employs more 
than 12.600 men and girls, who are said to be the best-paid shoe workers in the 
United States. Nearly 100,000 pairs of.shoes are turned out daily.

NE income Of more than a million dollars a year has not 
eng spoiled him. On the occasion of a gift of a $40,000 base- 
a ball park he made to Binghampton and Johnson City 
he said to an interviewer: 


“IT don’t want any more money. I would giv2 half 
away of what I have now if.I could do it without hurting 
anyone. I like my business, and the best part of it is 
that the success we have achieved has come by taking 
© people as we found them and making shoes with them. 
We have not made our men into machines; we have not 
destroved their individuality and we have surrounded 
them with things that make human beings happy, com- 
fortable and healthy.” 

Mr. Johnson lives. in the sunshine of a happy home, with his wife and daughter. 
He does not own the home that he was living in when he began making commer- 
cial history, but with the consent of those who do, he keeps it painted and repaired: 

Neither Mr. Johnson nor Mrs. Johnson would think for a moment of leaving the 
vicirity of their early struggtes and living, say, in New York. 

“It’s the human pro iem,” says Johnson, “that requires the greatest thought in 
this business. Ovr prob’ems are dafly problems. We are here every day to ad- 
jest the pio’ lems of a great family. Living with our people gives us a livelier 
interest in their lives and helps solve the problems of labor and capital. We learn 
ovr ‘ereenps by experience. The day of the strike is gradually passing. Twenty 
years from now there will be no strikes. The day will come when the large cor- 
porat‘ons will not dare have a strike, when labor will not dare to have a strike 
The public will not stand for it. Twenty years from now the give and take pol- 
icy will be all-powerful and predominating. No satisfactory results can ever be 
reached except by mutual agreement. Ultimately you've got to be satisfied as one 
party of the bargain and the other fellow must be satisfied as the other party of 
the bargain. ZS
